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GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Population,  Births  and  Marriages 


The  population  of  the  Burgh  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  at  80th  June, 
1965,  was  76,391.  The  number  of  live  births  registered  within  the  Burgh  during  the  year 
was  1,227.  Total  births  corrected  for  usual  residence  was  1,552  which  is  44  less  than 
in  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  for  1965  was  20.3  per  thousand  of  the  population. 
The  number  of  illegitimate  births  registered  during  the  year  was  47  and  the  total  num- 
ber corrected  for  usual  residence  was  72,  15  more  than  in  1964.  The  illegitimate  birth 
rate  is  4.6  per  hundred  live  births.  The  number  of  marriages  registered  during  the  year 
was  646  which  is  82  more  than  in  1964.  The  marriage  rate  is  8.5  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Burgh  during  the  year  was  539  and  the 
total  number  corrected  for  usual  residence  was  789,  36  less  than  in  1964,  The  death 
rate  for  the  year  is  10.3  per  thousand  of  the  population.  Varying  forms  of  heart  disease 
account  for  264  of  these  deaths  and  vascular  disease  of  the  central  nervous  system 
for  152. 


There  were  141  deaths  during  the  year  from  Cancer  of  which  35  were  Cancer 
of  Lung,  30  of  these  being  in  males  and  5 in  females.  The  35  deaths  from  Cancer  of 
Lung  represent  an  increase  of  3 in  males  over  the  last  year.  The  incidence  of  deaths 
from  Cancer  of  other  parts  of  the  body  remains  the  same.  The  following  two  tables 
show  the  incidence  of  Cancer  of  Lung  over  the  past  10  years  and  the  incidence  of 
Lung  Cancer  and  Cancer  of  other  parts  in  males  and  females  in  1965.

These  figures  and  similar  ones  for  previous  years,  are  a clear  indication  of  the 
folly  of  cigarette  smoking. 

The  next  commonest  cause  of  death  is  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  of  which  there 
were  72  during  the  year  — an  increase  of  7 over  that  for  1964.  Thirteen  deaths  from  road 
transport  accidents  show  no  change  over  the  previous  year  and  9 deaths  from  home 
accidents  show  a reduction  of  3 on  1964.  There  were  4 deaths  during  the  year  from 
suicide  and  self  inflicted  injury.  Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were  again  low,  there  being 
2 from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  one  from  Non-Respiratory.  Only  one  death  occurred 
from  the  other  major  infectious  diseases,  namely  one  from  Meningococcal  infection. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Still  Births 

It  is  encouraging  to  record  that  in  the  year  1965  all  death  rates  associated  with 
infants  showed  improvement.  There  were  34  deaths  in  infants  under  1 year,  11  less  than 
in  1964.  The  infant  death  rate  of  22  per  thousand  live  births  is  one  of  the  lowest  record- 
ed. 22  deaths  in  infants  under  4 weeks  is  2 less  than  in  the  previous  year  giving  a neo- 
natal death  rate  of  14  per  thousand  live  births.  There  were  27  still  births  during  1965 
which  is  4 less  than  in  1964.  The  still  birth  rate  was  17  per  thousand  total  births.  The 
peri-natal  death  rate  i.e.  that  for  neo-natal  deaths  and  still  births  combined  is  29  per 
thousand  total  births  as  compared  with  33  in  1964. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in  1965  was  very  low  and  calls  for  no 
special  comment.  Four  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  investigated,  2 occurr- 
ing in  one  family  while  the  other  2 were  sporadic.  The  causative  organism  remained 
unknown  in  each  case  as  all  samples  of  faeces,  blood  and  food  proved  negative.  There 
were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  during  the  year.  One  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  occurred 
in  a school  girl  on  her  return  from  a school  excursion  in  Italy.  The  illness  was  quite  a 
sharp  one  and  the  organism  was  shown  to  be  Paratyphi  B Type  3A.  Follow-up  of  con- 
tacts showed  that  there  was  no  spread  of  infection. 
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Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

1,071  children  of  pre-school  age  received  a full  course  of  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  and  tetanus  during  the  year.  1,064  received  protection  against  whooping 
cough,  518  children  of  pre-school  age  received  primary  vaccination  against  smallpox. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  maintenance  injections  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  were 
given  to  631  persons  and  against  whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  tetanus  to  803  persons. 
15  re-vaccinations  against  smallpox  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  2,073  persons 
completed  a primary  course  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination  during  1965  and  1,113  persons 
received  a maintenance  dose. 

1,078  school  leavers  were  Tuberculin  tested  during  the  year.  Of  these,  894  nega- 
tive reactors  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 

Tuberculosis 


44  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  of  which  38 
were  confirmed.  28  of  these  were  admitted  for  the  first  time  to  Hospital  for  treatment. 
13  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  of  which  12  were  confirmed. 
9 of  these  were  of  the  genito-urinary  system.  During  the  year  there  were  2 deaths  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  from  Non-Pulmon  ary.  276  Pulmonary  and  44  Non-Pul- 
monary  Tuberculosis  cases  are  under  observation.  145  contacts  of  Tuberculosis  were 
Tuberculin  tested  during  the  year  of  whom  138  required  B.C.G.  vaccination.  1,078  child- 
ren of  school  leaving  age  were  Tuberculin  tested  during  1965  of  whom  894  had  B.C.G, 
vaccination. 

Mental  Health  Services 


23  Mental  Defectives  and  3 mentally  ill  persons  received  care  under  statutory 
guardianship  during  the  year.  255  mental  defectives  and  9 mentally  ill  persons  received 
informal  supervision  from  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  The  total  number  on  the 
register  at  the  Senior  Occupational  Centre  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  52  and  the  aver- 
age daily  attendance  during  the  year  was  48, 

Health  Education 


The  Health  Visitor  plays  a prominent  part  in  Health  Education  mainly  in  her 
approach  to  individual  mothers  in  their  homes  or  in  their  attendance  at  Clinics.  Educat- 
ion in  mothercraft  is  given  to  small  groups  of  expectant  mothers  with  emphasis  on  those 
having  their  first  baby.  Talks  to  clubs  and  organisations  also  play  a part  but  the  educat- 
ional value  of  these  is  not  easy  to  assess.  Plans  were  made  at  the  end  of  1965  for  the 
mounting  of  a Smoking  and  Health  Campaign  in  the  Spring  of  1966,  the  object  of  the 
Campaign  being  to  increase  the  awareness  of  as  many  persons  as  possible  to  the 
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dangers  of  cigarette  smoking.  This  Campaign  will  be  fully  reported  in  the  Annual  Report 
for  1966. 

Disabled  Persons 


The  Director  of  Welfare  Services  reports  that  35  disabled  persons  had  their 
homes  adapted  to  enable  them  to  overcome  their  handicap  during  the  year  at  a cost  of 
£961.11.10d. 

Co-ordinated  Maternity  Services  Scheme 


Figures  for  still  births  and  neo-natal  deaths  in  infants  born  to  mothers  attending 
the  Co-ordinated  Maternity  Services  Scheme  for  ante-natal  care  show,  for  the  second 
year  running,  more  favourable  still  births  and  peri-natal  death  rates  than  those  per- 
taining to  the  Burgh  as  a whole.  Details  of  the  comparisons  are  shown  below. 

There  were  688  total  births  during  1965  in  mothers  who  attended  the  General 
Practitioner/Midwife  Clinics  for  ante-natal  care  within  the  Burgh  Co-ordinated  Mater- 
nity Services  Scheme  and  who  remained  resident  in  the  Burgh  until  the  child  was  at 
least  one  month  of  age.  There  were  9 still  births  among  these  mothers  giving  a still 
birth  rate  in  Scheme  cases  of  13.1  per  thousand  total  births.  This  compared  favourably 
with  the  still  birth  rate  for  the  Burgh  as  a whole  during  1965  which  was  17  per  thousand 
total  births. 

There  were  21  peri-natal  deaths  among  Scheme  mothers  which  included  9 still 
births  and  12  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  giving  a peri-natal  death  rate  in  Scheme 
mothers  of  30.5  per  thousand  total  births  as  compared  with  a peri-natal  death  rate  for 
the  Burgh  as  a whole  of  31  per  thousand  total  births. 


The  number  of  neo-natal  deaths  i.e.  deaths  in  the  first  month  of  life  in  Scheme 
mothers  was  12  giving  a neo-natal  death  rate  of  17.7  per  thousand  live  births.  The  neo- 
natal death  rate  of  the  Burgh  as  a whole  during  1965  was  14  per  thousand  live  births. 


Ascertainment  of  Mentally  and  Physically  Handicapped 

Where  a pre-school  child  is  suspected  of  having  a mental  or  physical  handicap  he 
is  entered  on  an  "At  Risk”  register.  Following  ascertainment  the  child  is  removed  from 
the  register  or  transferred  to  a disabled  register  for  continuing  supervision.  Where  ascer- 
tainment presents  difficulty  the  child  is  referred  to  the  Paediatrician  who  ho  ds  an  out- 
patient clinic  in  a local  hospital.  Health  Visitors  from  the  Health  Department 
the  paediatric  out-patient  clinic  on  a roster  basis.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1965  135  pre- 
school  children  were  receiving  supervision  on  the  “At  Risk”  register  and  309  persons 
were  receiving  supervision  on  the  disabled  register.

Incidence 

During  the  year  57  notifications  of  tuherculosis  were  received.  The 
diagnosis  was  confirmed  in  51  cases.  Of  these  38  were  pulmonary.  Classification: 
of  confirmed  cases  according  to  age  group  and  sex  incidence  is  shown  in  the 
statistical  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

Of  the  38  confirmed  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  2 were  classified  as 
primary  and  36  as  post  primary.  24  were  classified  as  early  acute,  and  12  as 
chronic  with  recent  spread.  5 of  the  pulmonary  cases  suffered  from  pleural 
effusion  without  parenchymal  disease. 

Of  the  38  pulmonary  cases  16  were  sputum  positive,  lb  were  sputum  negative 
and  sputum  was  absent  in  4 cases. 

All  Tuberculosis 

There  are  320  persons  resident  in  the  Bxirgh  of  Motherwell  and  Wishaw  who  are 
known  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  at  31st  December,  1965*  These  are
